Announcement. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 22.—{Spe- 
cilal.J—The Ku Klux Klan is going 
out of existence and in the future will 
be known as the Knights of the Great 
Forest, it was announced here to- 
night. The announcement said the 
edict had come from Hiram W. Evans, 
imperial wizard of Atlanta, and the 
announcement continued that the new 
order would abandon the mask and 
robe, its terroristic regalia in times 
past. | 

Regardless of this action, Attorney 
General Arthur Gilliom announced to- 
night that he will proceed with the 
suit to declare the klan bankrupt and 
to have its officials restrained from 
further activities in this state, 


Confers with Ex-Cyclops. 
Gilliom was in conference again to- 
day with Hugh L. [Pat] Emmons of 
South Bend, former klan cyclops, from

“ After midnight Feb. 22 it will be 
unlawful for any klansman to wear 
any mask or visor as part of his re- 
galia, and any klansman who shall be 
unavoidably absent from the meeting 
to be held Feb. 22 shall as soon there- 
after as possible attend a regular meet- 
ing and there become a member of the 
Knights of the Great Forest.” 


Discard Their Masks. 

Following this announcement it was 
made known by klan officials that In- 
diana members already have discarded 
the mask as a part of the regalia. 
The order of the wizard became effec- 
tive at ceremonies Tuesday night in 
every klavern throughout the nation,” 
according to the statement here. 
“ Myriads of klansmen forswore the 
mask and made it clear that the order 
has no political ambition for itself or 
its members.” 

The announcement added that “in 
the main there is to be no change from 
the ordinary customs of the klan.

GIVE US A RECLAMATION HOLIDAY. 


However opinions may differ as to the form that 
farm relief should take, there is general agreement 
that agriculture’s present problems are due in large 
part to unwieldy surpluses of staple crops. 
Then why not call a reclamation holiday? Why 
not a recess in the work of creating additional farms, 
at government expense, until domestic demand has 
a chance to catch up with production on the farms 


For the region where fertile land is stilf relatively 
cheap to try to attract new settlers, is sound enough. 
That is one way of cutting production costs with 


the tax money of existing farmers and using it to 
create brand new reclaimed farms, on which other 
farmers will raise things to depress the profits of 
the very men who help pay for the reclaiming? 

Would American agricylture as a whole, for in- 
stance, be helped or hurt by enactment of legislation 
that now proposes appropriating one hundred and 
fifteen millions of Uncle Sam's dollars to bring into 
existence thousands of new farms in the Columbia 
valley?

Chicag6, Feb. 20.—As a resident of De- 
troit and as one who knows something 


was surprised and somewhat amused to 
read the editorial in this morning's Tris- 
ung in which the infer@énce is given that 
there is some connection between the 
dwindling fish supply and so-called pol- 
lution of the waters of Lake Erie by De- 
troit, Cleveland, and Toledo. 

The reason for the increasing scarcity 
of fish in Lake Erie is because it is over- 
fished. You cannot dip water out of a 
barrel without emptying it some time, 
providing there is no replenishment. 
Neither can you take a huge tonnage of 
fish annually from such a large body of 
water as Lake Erie without diminishing 
the supply if nature is not assisted pro- 
portionately. 

In view of the fact that water purifies 
itself in a flow of a few miles, it seems 
absurd to blame these three cities for 
appreciable pollution of Lake Erie wa- 


ters. Detroit is fifteen miles from Lake 


Brie. and with the enormous flow of 


some of the finest small mouth 
Lévingstone channel, just 


have seen as much as a thousand ounds 
of whitefish taken in a 500 foot * Mae.
